RECOGNITION OF RUSSIA. 


Russia, that is the Soviet Gav. 
eroment of Russia, has remained 
“unrecognised ” by the Great 
Powers for quite a Iong time, 
end, judging from the tone of 
recent pronouncements, is likely 
to be an outsider for some years 
tocome. The nations ocstracised 
the Soviet when they’found the 
Russian revolution meant a new 
menace to theie domestic peace— 
the creed which has become 
known as Balsbevism. No coun- 
try which had its government 
based on some form of autocracy, 
or even on an orderly dsmocracy, 
eould be expected to view with- 
out grave alarm the coming into 
being of a powerful State in which 
ewery possible form of rampant 
Socialism was keing encourag- 
ed, and the people were being 
turoed into slaves while imagio- 
ing theraselves the world’s really 
free men. The terrible sufferings 
that have followed in the wake of 


:} this mad experiment are matters 


of common knowledge. Russia 
stands today a warning to 
others. Level-headed working- 
class folk in other countries, 
whilo claiming more concessions, 
and clamouring for the ramoval 
of the many galling restrictions 
that still sorvive in some lands, 
have repeatedly repudiated the 
principles of Russian Bolshevism. 
But one of the first acts of the 
Soviet, which immediately an- 


‘| tagonised the countries that had 


been associated with Russia 
during the war, aod also the 
‘peutral nations, was a repudia- 
tion of all the debts contracted 
by the Tsarist regime. - They 
were debts of honour, which the 
Bolshevist dictators did not mean 
to pay. itmeant that one of the 
mainstays of international re- 
Jationships had been broken. 


There are signs now that the 
exponents of ‘Bolahevism who 
have survived the horrors of the 
lest few yoars in Russia are very 
much sadder and distinctly wiser 
men. The various “trade agrea- 
ments” which have been sigaed 
with other nations, even if 
nothing concrete has yet 
been evolved from them, are a 


country's foreign debt. We have 
meat recent travellers through 
Russias who: speak of batter 


spect for, the ‘rights of private 
ownership of property, and a 


.lgradual retorn to batter son- 


ditions al! round. The Soviet 
authorities are certainly con- 
siderably chastened. . 

But, and it is a big but, Russia 
desires recognition by the im- 
portant nations of the world that 
she is entitled to “a place in the 
son” along with the best of them. 
Sho is giving trouble already io 
the Near Rast, and more trouble 
is to be expected of her in other 
girections. The question of 
whether or not:ahe can ba taken 
up agsin in international! sopiety 
is a very serious one for the 
Powers,‘and we fear there, is 


very little prospzet of the ban4- 


baing. removed. Tho views of 
the other. important nations on 
the subject are “almost identical, 
aod Britain's conditions for rec- 
ognition of the Soviet,.stated by 
the Premier two daysago in the 
House of- Commons, leave no 
doubt that radical réform in the 
present. Soviet policy will be 
necessary before there can b> 
any change of attitude. There 
must be restitution of property, 
recognition of debts, and cessation 
of propaganda. A: stiff dose for 
Russia: to swallow all at once, 
but capable of being negotiated 
by degrees. How long that will 
take nobody can tell at present. 
We can ouly bope that the time 
will come, before many, more 
years have passed, when Russis 
will once more sit in international 
councils as an equal: bag we are 
not very optimistic, all the same.

RENT RESTRICTION. 


Continued in Britain. 

The Rest-Restriction Act Com- 
mittee at Home, on Oct. .20th. 
issued an interim report that, in 
their opinion :-— _ 

The protection of tenants 
against eviction and unreason- 
able. increases of rent shoald not 
be withdrawn when the Act ex- 
pires in June 1923.’ 

But recontideration sould be 
given to the position of owners of 
one house who are unable fo 
secure possession for their own 
occnpation. . 

Other points are that the con- 
tinnance of protection for sub- 
tenants and proved undesirable 
tenanta should be reconsidered. 

The committee published the 
interim statement: “In view of 
the widespread anxiety regarding 
the future of the Act.” 

A more detailed report is to be 
published later. 

Ten members of the committee 
have signed the recommendations 
and three have abstained. “They 
have been sitting since July'25.
